Major Benjamin F. Hinson, 
Commandant of Anza’s Station 
Complement, is an officer that our 
soldiers will do best knowing aside 
from some of his special duties. 
These, particularly, are his judicial 
duties as President of the Special 
Court and as Summary Court Offi¬ 
cer. However, the Major is a 
judge with a heart and has the 
reputation of always giving a sol¬ 
dier the benefit of a doubt. 

Major Hinson was born Decem¬ 
ber 15, 1886, in Farmville, No.

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Correspondence 
Courses for the 
Armed Forces 

Through the United States 
Armed Forces Institute, the Army 
offers a wide variety of corres¬ 
pondence courses for enlisted per¬ 
sonnel. The Institute located at 
Madison, Wisconsin, announces 
that servicemen may enroll for 
correspondence courses of either 
high school or college level. High 
school courses are made available 
either from the Institute itself or, 
as in the case of college courses, 
through the cooperation of 76 col¬ 
leges and universities in the coun¬ 
try. 

Advantages of these courses by 
mail for the enlisted man are 
many: An opportunity to continue, 
to an extent at least, educational 
courses interrupted by the war; a 
chance to fit the service man for 
promotions or for officer train¬ 
ing; a means of occupying leisure 
time in a constructive way; an op¬ 
portunity to prepare for post-war 
jobs. 

In all, some 700 courses are of¬ 
fered by the Institute and by co¬ 
operating colleges and universi¬ 
ties. The “Army Institute Cata¬ 
log” gives detailed information 
concerning eligibility, fees, cost of 
text books, enrollment require¬ 
ments, credits, certificates and re¬ 
lated matters. 

Copies of catalogs may be ob¬ 
tained from Army libraries, from 
the Army Special Service Officer, 
or direct from the Army Registrar, 
Army Institute, Madison, Wiscon¬ 
sin.

Q. When were mobile cannons 
first used? 

A. They were first used by the 
British in the Battle of Crecy, 
1346. 

Q. What is the penalty for a 
fraudulent enlistment? 

A. Any person who has procur¬ 
ed himself to be enlisted in the 
military service of the U. S. by 
means of willful misrepresentation 
or concealment as to his qualifica¬ 
tions for enlistment and has re¬ 
ceived pay or allowance under such 
enlistment shall be punished as a 
court martial may direct. Such an 
enlistment is not void but voidable 
only at the option of the govern¬ 
ment. 

Q. I’ve heard all about the 
WAACS, WAVES, WAFS, etc., 
but here’s a new one on me—the 
WIRES. Who the devil are they? 

A. The WIRES are civil service 
appointees being trained by the 
Army to replace men as instructors 
and technicians. The initials stand 
for Women in Radio and Electrical 
Service. 

Q. What is the highest medal 
awarded by the Government? 

A. The Congressional Medal of 
Honor is the highest decoration 
awarded by the government. It is 
given to an officer or enlisted man 
“who in action involving actual 
conflict with an enemy distinguish¬ 
es himself conspicuously by gal¬ 
lantry and intrepidity at the risk of 
his life and beyond the call to 
duty.” 

Q. My mother, a widow, is now 
getting an allowance from the gov¬ 
ernment. She wrote me recently 
that she has a tough time making 
ends meet, even though she is get¬ 
ting the allowance, and wants to 
go to work. If she did, would this 
prevent her from getting the al¬ 
lowance? 

A. No. Your mother may sup¬ 
plement her income by working, 
without jeopardizing her right to 
the allowance. 

Q. I’m being discharged from 
the Army because of a physical 
disability and would like to know 
how long I may continue to wear 
my uniform. I gave all of my old 
clothes away, and don’t have any 
money to buy new ones until I get 
a job. What’s the answer? 

A. Under no condition should 
you wear your uniform for more 
than 90 days after discharge. If 
after that time you still can’t af¬ 
ford civilian clothes, remove all 
insignia from your uniform, in¬ 
cluding buttons; then you can wear 
it as long as you wish.
